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| T he meanes of my Conuerſion to Catho- 
like Reltv1on. 


1 [ Muſt confefle to Gods honor, and my owne ſhame, that 
if it had beene jn my power to chooſe, I would neuer 
haue beene a Catholike, I was borne and brought vp in 

Schiſme, and was taught to abhorre a P apiſt,as much as any 

Puritan in England doth, I had euer a great defire to juſtifie 

| the Religion of the State,and had great hope to aduance my 

ſelfe thereby.Neither was my hope euer ſo great, as by your 

Maieſties fauour it was at the very inftant of my reſolution 

for Catholike Religion, and the preferment, Thad , roge- 

ther with the honor of your Maieſties ſeruice, was greater 
by much; then without your Maieſties fauour , Tlooke for 
| in this world, But although I was as ambitious of your Ma- 
| - Iefſties fauour, andas defirous of the honors and pleaſures of 

| my Country, as any man that is therein : yet ſeeing that 1 

x Was not like any long while to enioy them, and if 1 ſhould 

| for my priuate commoditie ſpeake or write,or doeany thing 

againſt the honor of Chriſt his Church, and againſt the eni- 
dence of mine owne conſcience, I muft ſhortly appeare be- 
fore the ſame Chrift,in the preſence of the ſame his Church, 
to giue an account thereof, Therefore I neither duift any 
further to purſue mine owne defire of honor, nor to hazard 
my ſoule any further in the juftification of that Religion, 
which I ſaw was impoſſible to be juſtified by any ſuch rea- 
fon, as at the day of Tudgement would.go for payment, and 
that it may appeare, that I haue not reſpected any thing fo 
much in this world, as my duery to your Maicftie, ard my 
loue 
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loue to my friends and Country. T humbly beſcech you giue 
me leaue as briefely as I can to recount vnto you the whole 
courle of my ſtudies,and endeuours in this kinde, eucn from 
the beginning ofmy lite ynrill this preſent. 

2 1 was borne inthe yeare x 5 66, being the ſonne of 
AnTY. CARIER, a learnedand deuout man, who al- 
though he were a Proteſtant and a Preacher, yethe did fo 
ſcaſon me with the principles of pictic and deuotion, as I 


could not chooſe but euer fince be very zealous in matters 


of Religion, Of him I learned that all falſe Religions in the 
world, were but policies inuented of men for the temporall 
ſeruice of Princes and States, and therefore that they were 
divers and alwayes changeable, according to the diuers rea- 
{ons and occaſions of State, But true Chriſtian religion was 
a truth reucaled of God, for the eternall ſaluation of ſoules, 
and therefore was like toGod , alwayes one and the ſame, 
{o that all the Princes and States in the world , neuer haue 
beene, nor ſhall be able to ouerthrow that Religion, This 
to me ſeemed an excellent ground, for the finding out of 
that Religion, whercin a man might finde reſt ynto his ſoule, 
which cannot be ſatisfied with any thing bur cternall truth. 
3 My next care then was, after I came to yceares of dil- 
cretion, by all the beſt meanes I could to informe my {elfe, 
whether the Religion of England were indeede the yery 
ſame, which being prefigured and prophecied inthe old Te- 
ftament, was perfected by our bleſſed Sauiour, and deliuc- 
red to his Apoſiies and Diſciples , to continue by perpetu- 
all ſucceſſion in his vifible Church, vntill his comming a- 
g1i7e : or whether it were anew one for priuate purpoſes of - 
Srateſmen inuented , and by humane lawes eſtabliſhed, Of 
this I could not chuſe but make ſome doubt, becauſe Iheard 
men talke much of thoſe dayes of the change of Religion, 
which was then lately made in the beginning of Queene E- 
LIZABETHS raigne, 
| 4 I was-ſorie ro heare of Change, and of anew Reli- 
gion, {2cing, me thought, inrcalon, if trieReligion were. 
Etcrnall, 
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Eternall, then'new'religion could not betrue. Far yetTho- 
ped that the religion of England was not a change , or new 
religion, but a reſtitution of the olde, and that the change 
was in the Church of Rome,which in procefle of time righr 
perhaps grow to be ſufpitious and Idolatrous; and there- 
fore that England had done well to leaue the Church of 
Rome, and toreforme it {elfe ; and for this purpoſe, I did at 
my leaſure and beſt oportunitie, as I came to more judge- 
ment, read ouer the Chronicles of England , and obſerued 
all the alterations of Religion that I could finde therein : 
but when I found there that the preſent religion of England 
was a plaine change, and change vpon change, and that 
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there was no cauſe of the change at all of the firft, but onely © 
that King Henk y the cight was deſirous to change his - 


o!de Bed-fellow, that he might leaue ſome heires male be- 
hinde him, for belike he feared that females would not be a- 
ble to withſtand the Title of Scotland ; and that the change 
was continued and increaſed by the poſterity of his latter 
wiues, I could not chooſe but ſuſpe& tomething, but yet the 
louc of the world, and hope of preferment would not ſuffer 
me to belecue, but thatall was well, and as it ought to be. 

5 This I ſatisfied my ſelfe at ſchoole,and ſtudied the Arts 


and Philoſophie, and other humane learning ; vntill being 


Maſter of Artes, and fellow of Corpus-Chriſti Colledge in — 


Cambridge: I was atthe laſt by the Statutes of that Houſe, 
called to the ſtudie of Diutnitie, and bound to take ypon me 
the order of Prieſt-hood, then I thought it my duric, for the 
better ſatisfaction of mine owne ſoule, and the ſaving of o- 
ther mens, to looke as farre into the matter as poſhbly IT 
.. could, that I might finde out the truth. And hauing the opor- 
tunirie of a yery good Library in that Colledge, I reſolued 


. with my ſelfeto ftudic hard, and ſetting afide all reſpe& of 


men then aliue, or of Writers that had moued or maintained 
Controuerſies ( further then to vnderſtand the queſtion 
which was betwixt them) I fell to my prayers, and betooke 
my {elie wholy to the reading of the Chutch Hiſtory, and of 

B the

the ancient Fathers, which had no intereſt in either ſide,and 
eſpecially I made choite of Saint AvGvsTINE, becauſe I 
hoped to finde moſt comfort in him for the confirming of 
our Religion, and the confuting ofthe Church of Rome, 

6 InthisſfortI ſpent my time continually for many years, 
and noted downe whatſocuer I could gather, or rather 
ſnatch either from the Scriptures or the Fathers to ſerue my 
rurne, But when after all paines and deſire to {erue my ſelfe, 
of antiquitie, 1 found the doEtrine of the Church of Rome 
ro be cuery. where confirmed, and by moſt profound de- 
monftrations out of holy Seripture, made moſt agreeable to 
the truth of Chrifts Goſpel, and moſt conformable to all 
Chriftian fovles , and ſaw the current opinions of our great 
Preachers to bee euery where confuted , either in plaine 
rearmes , or by moſt ynanſwerable conſequence , although 
my ynderftanding was thereby greatly edified (for which 1 
had great cauſe to render immorrtall thankes.to our blefled 
Sauiour,who by theſe meanes had vouchſafed to ſhew him- 
felfe vnto mee) yet my heart was much grieued, that I muſt 
be faine either not to Preach at all, orelſe to crofle and yarie 
from the doQtrine which I ſaw was commonly received, 

7 Being thus perplexed with my ſelfe, what courſe 1 
were beſt to take, I refleQed backe againe vpon the Church 
of England, and becaufe the moſt of thoſe Preachers, which 
drew the people after them in thoſe dayes, were Puritans, 
and had grounded their Diuinitie vpon CALvixs Infti- 
- tutions, I thought , peraduenture, { wk they hauing gotten 
the multitude on their fide , might wrong the Church of 
England in her Do&rine, as well as they defired to doe in 
her Diſcipline, which indeed vpon due ſearch I found to be 
moſt true, for I found the Common-prayer-booke , and the 
 Catechiſme therein contained, to hold no point of Doctrine 
expreflely contrary to antiquitie , but only that it was very 
defeQtiue, and contained not enongh. And that for the Do- 
Qrine of Predcftination, Sacraments, Grace, Free-will. Sin, 


&c. the new Catechiſtmes and Sermons of thoſe __ 
I

did runne wholy againſt the Common-prayer-booke and 
Catechiſmes therein, and did make as little account of the 
DoRrine eſtabliſhed by law, as they did of Diſcipline , but 
in the one they found oppoſition by thoſe that had private 
intereſt; in the other they ſaid what they liſt, becauſe no 
man thought himſelfe hurt, 

8 This truly was a great increaſe of my griefe,for know- 
ing diuers of thoſe Preachers to be very honeſt men,and ſuch 
as I did loue with all my heart, I was very loth to diſcenc 
from them in priuate , much more loth to oppoſe them in 
publike, And yet ſecing I muſt needs preach, I was lotheſt 
of all to.oppugne mine owne conſcience, together with the 
faith wherein I was baptized, and the ſoules of thoſe to 
whom I preached, Neuertheleſſe having gotten rhis ground 
to worke vpon,, I began to comfort my ſelfe with hope to 
proue, that the Religion eſtabliſhed by lawin England, was 
the ſame, at the leaſt in part, which now was, and euer had 
beene held in the Catholike Church , the defets whereof 
might be ſupplied, whenſocuer it ſhould pleaſe God to moue- 
your Maieſtie thereunto, without abrogating of that which 
was already by law eſtabliſhed, which I ſtill pray for,and am 
not altogether out of hope to ſee : and fa ah I thought 
it my quetie, as farre as I durſt, rather by charitable confiru- 
ions reconcile things-that ſeemed different, that ſo our 
{oules might for euer bo Gived in vnitie , then by malicious 
calumniations to maintaine quarrels, that ſo mens turnes 
might for a time be ſerued in diſſention, * 

9 In vhis conrle, although I did neuer proceedany fur- 
ther then law would giue me leaue,yetI euer found the Pu- 
ritans and Caluinifts, and all the creatures of Schiſme, to be 
my yvtter enemies , who were alſo like the ſonnes of Z = n- 
VIACH, too ſtrong for D a v 1p himſelfe : but I well per- 
cciued that 2ll temperate and vnderſtanding men; who had 
no intereſt in the Schiſme, were glad to heare the truth ho- 
neſtly and plainly preached vnto them. And my hope was 
by patience and continuance, I ſhould in the end vnmaske 
B 2 Hypocrifie, 
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{6 
ypoerins and gaine credit vnto the comfortable Doctrine 
of Antiquitie, euen among thoſe alſo , who our of miſin- 
formation and preindice did as yer mioRt diſlike it. And con- 
idering with my felfe, that your right to the. Crowne came 
onely by Catholikes , an«i was ancienter then the Schiſme, 
which would yery faine have vtterly extinguiſhed it, and 
yu both your diſpoſition. by nature, your amity with Ca. 

zolike Princes, your ſpeeches, and your proclamations did 
at the beginning all tend to peace and ynitie, I hoped that 
this endeuour of mine, to enforce Catholike Religion at the 
leaft as farre as the Common-prayc c-booke and Catechiſme 
would giue me leaue, ſhould be well accepted of your Ma- 
zeſtie, and be as an introduction ynto further peaceand yni. 
tie with the Church of Rome. 

Io But when after my long hope, Iat the laft did plain- 
ly perceiue, that God for our ſinnes had ſuffered the Diuell, 
the author of diffention, fo farre to preuaile, as partly by the 
furious praQtiſe of ſome deſperate Catholikes, and partly by 
the fiery ſuggeſtions of all violent Puritans,he had quite di- 
uerted that peaceable and temperate courſe, which was ho- 
ped for, and that I muſt now either altar my iudgement, 
which was impoſſible, or preach againſt my conſcience, 
which was yntollerable : Lord, what anxitie and diſftracti- 
on of ſoule did I ſuffer. day and night, what ftrife berwixt 
my judgement, which was wholly for the peace and vnitie 
of the Church, and my affection, which was wholy to enioy 
the fauour of you? Maieſtie, and theloue of my friends and 
Countrey. This griefe of ſoule growing now deſperate, did 
ftill more and more increaſethe infirmities of my bodie, and 
yet I was fo loth to become a profeſſed Catholike, with the 
diſpleafure of your Maieftic,and of all my honorable and lo- 
uing friends, as I rather defired to filence my judgement 
with the profits and pleaſures-of the world, which was be- 
fore me,then to ſatisfie it withreconciling my ſelfe vnto the 
Catholike Chirch, But it was Gods will, that euer as I was 
about to forget the care of Religion, and to ſettle my felfe 
TO

to the world among my neighbours, T met with fuch hu- 
mors, as I ſaw by their violence againſt Catholikes,and Ca- 
tholike Religion, were like to waken my foule by torture, 
rather then bring it a ſleepe by temper, And therefore T was 
driuen to recoile to God, andto his Church, that I might 
finde reſt vnto my foule, 
11 Andyet becauſe I had heard often that the praCife of 
the Church of Rome, was contrary to her doGrine,] thought 
ood to make one triall more before I reſolued : and there= 
tore hauing the aduice of diuers learned Phyfitions to goe to 
the Spaw, for the health of my body, I thought good to 
make a yertue of neceflitie, and to get leaue to goe , the ra- 
ther for the fſatisfation of my Soule, hoping to finde ſome 
greater offence in the Seruice of the Church of Rome, then I 
had done in her Bookes, thatſo I might returne better con- 
rented, to perſecute and abhorre the Catholikes at home,af- 
ter T ſhould finde them fo wieked and Idolatrous abroad, as 
they were in euery Pulpit in England afhrmed to be.For this 
purpoſe, before I would frequent their Churches, I talked 
with ſuch learned men as I could meet withall , and did of 
purpoſe diſpute againſt them, and with all the wit and tear- 
ning I had, both juſtifie the DoCtrine of England cftabliſhed 
by Law, and object the Superſtition and Idolatry , which Þ 
thought they might commit, either with the Images in the 


Church, or with the Sacrament of the Altar. 


12 Their common anſwere was, that which by experi- 


ence I now findeto be true, tx, that they doe abhorre all ]- - 4 
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dolatry and ſuperſtition, and doe' diligently admonith the 
people to take heed thereof, And that they vſe Images for 
no other purpoſe, but only for a deuout memory, and repre- 
ſentation of the Church Triumphant, which is moft fit to be 
made in the time and place of prayer,where after a more ſpe- 
ciall manner we ſhould with all reuerence have our conuer- 
ſation amongſt the Saints in heauen. 

And for the bleſſed Sacrament, they doe not worſhip the 
Accidents, which they ſee , but the Subſtance , which they 
| 7 BE .  beleeue; 
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belceues and {arely, if Chriſt be there truely. and really pre- 
ſent (as your Maieftic ſeemerh to grant he is) he is as. much 
to be worſhipped, as if we ſaw him with our bodily eyes; 
Neither is there any more Idolatrie in the one then in the 0- 
ther, If our bleſſed Sauiour himſclfe ſhould vifibly appeare 
in perſon,as he was vpon theearth, Iewes and Infidels would 
hold it for Idolatrie to worſhip him, and would crucific him 
againe, and ſo would all Heretikes alſo, who refuſe to wor- 
ſhip him in the Sacrament, where he is really preſent, 

13. Aftcr divers other objeRions which I made, not fo 
much becauſe I was not, as becauſe I deſired not to be fatis- 
ficd, I came to the Popes ſuppoſed pride and tyrannie ouer 

; Kings and Princes, and told them of the moſt horrible trea- 

\ ſon intended and practiſed by Catholikes againſt your Ma- 
\ jeſtic, which hath not yet beene judicially condemned by the 
-— Church of Rome, They all ſeemed to abhorre the fat as 
© muchas the beſt ſubjects in the world , and much more to 
fauour,and defend the autnoritie of their Kings and Princes, 

then the Heretikes doe, And they ſaid, that although your 
Maieſtie were out of the Church, yet they doubted not, bur 

if complaint were made in a judictall proceeding, that fat 
ſhould be judicially condemned, In the meane time it was 


{ufficient that all Catholike writers did condemne it, and ' 


{ that the Pope by his Breue had condemned it,exhorting the 
Catholikes of England to all Chriſtian patience and obedie 
ence, As for any other authority or ſuperiority of the Pope, 
then ſuch as is ſpirituall and neceſſary, for the vnion of the 
Church, I haue met with none thar doe not ſtand ypon it, 

14 So that whereas my hope was , that by finding our 
the Corruptions of the Church of Rome, I ſhould grow 
further in loue with the Church of of England, and joyfully 

_- returne home, and by inueighing aniol the Papiſts , both 

*©-—enioy my preſent preferments, and obtaine more and more, 
T ſaw the matter was like to fall out cleane contrary . It is 
true indeed that there are many corruptions in all States, 
God hath no Wheat-field in this world, wherein the _ 

at 


are no Tares more ranck, 
heat, For eptims corrup- 
g _andeth, if it be contemned, 
there finnc aboundeth much more. Bur ſeeing both my rea- 
ding and experience hath now taught me that the tcuth of 
\Chriſtian Religion, taught and practiſed this day in the 
Church of Rome, and all the obedient members thereof; is 
the very ſame in ſubſtance, which was prefigured and pro- | 
pheſied from the beginning of the world, perfeted by 
Chriſt himſelfe, delivered to his Apoſtles, and by them and 
their Succeffors perpetually and vniuerſally in one yniformi- 
tic practized yntill this day , without avy ſubRantiall alre- 
ration. And that the new Religion of England, wherein ir 
doth differ, hath no ground , bur cither the pleaſure of the 
Prince and Parliament, or the common crie and voice of the 
people, nor no conftancie or agreement with it ſelfe, : what 
ſhould I now doe ? Ir is not in my power, not to know that 
which I doe know, nor to doubt ofthat which IT have ſpent 
ſomuchtime , and taken fo much paines, and bcftowed ſo 
much coſt,and made fo many trials to finde. And yet 1 know, 
if I ſhould yecld to be reconciled to the Church, Iſhould be 
for this world in all likelihood , ytterly vndone; and that 
which grieued me more, Iſhould be reieted of your Ma- 
icſty, my moſt redoubted Lord and Maſter, and deſpifed by 
all my deare friends and louers in England, 

15 Theſe were my thoughts at the Spaw , which did ſo 
vex and afflict my ſoule,as that the waters could doe my bo- 
die no good at all, but rather much hurt. Neuverthelcfle, I a- 
uoyded the company of Catholikes, abftaired from the 
Church, and did both diſpute and write againſt the Church 
of Rome, as occaſion was offered, I ftill hoped that time 
would give me.better counſell, and therefore reſolued to go 
from the Spaw to Heidelberg,to doe wy dutic there. In the 
meane time I thought with my ſelfe, It may be God hath - 
moued his Maiefties heart to thinke of peace and reconcilia+ 
tion, I know his diſpoſition was fo inthe beginning, and T 


hath no Tares growing, and 
then thoſe that grow among 1 
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remember Maſter CavsaBon told me, when I brought 


,- himoutof France , that his errand was nothing elſe, but to 


mediate peace between the Church of Rome , & the.Church 
of England, Therefore I thought, before I would ſubmit my 
ſelfe ro the Church of Rome, I would write ynto Maſter 
CavsaBoxnuchalctterashe might ſhew vnto your Ma- 


iefti?, containing {uch conditions as I thought might ſatisfic 
; your Maieſtie, if they were performed by the Church of 


Rome, The copy of which letter is too long heere to ſet 


down. But when M. Cavsanon anſwered me,that he knew 
your Maieſtie was reſolued to haue no ſocietie with the 


Church of Rome ypon any condition whatſoeuer , and that 
it would be my vndoing, if thoſe my letters ſhould come to 
your Maicſtics hands,or of thoſe that bare the ſway, I began 
ro deſpaire of my returne into England, vnlefle I would both 
ouerthrow the health ofmy body,and the quiet of my mind, 
and cither vtterly damne mine owne fſoule, or greatly indan- 
ger not only my liuing and credit, but my life it ſelfe alſo, by 
reaſon of your Maicſties diſpleaſure, and the ſenerity of the 
Statutes made, and in force againſt Catholikes, and Catho- 
like Religion, 

16 There is a Statute in England made by King HEN mr 
the eight, to make him ſupreame head of the Churchin Spi- 
rituall and Ecclehaſticall cauſes, which Statute enioynes all 
the Subieas of England, on paine of death to beleeue, and 
to ſweare they doe belceve- that it is true, And yet all the 
world knowes, if King HeNxRky the eight could haue got- 
ten the Pope to divorce Queene KATHERINE, that hee 
might marry ANNE Bo LE1N E, that Statute had neuer bin 
made by him, and if that Title had not enabled the King to 
pull downe Abbeyes, and Religious houſes, and giue them 
to Lay-men : the Lords and Commons of that time would 
neuer haue ſuffered ſuch a Statute to. be made. This Statute 
was continued by Qteenc EL1izABETH, toſerue her own 
turne, and it is confirmed by your Maicſtie to fſatisfie other 
men, And yet your Maieſtic yec!deth the Church of Rome 
to 
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to be the Mother Church, and the Biſhop ofRome to be the 
chicke Biſhoppe or Primate of all the Wefterne Churches, 
which I doe alſo yerily belecue : and therefore 1 doe verily 
thinke he hath, or ought to haue ſome ſpirituall Turiſdiction 
in England. And although in my yonger dayes, the faſhion 
of the world made me {weare as.other men did (for which I 
pray God forgiue me) yet I euer doubted, and am now re- 
ſolued, that no Chriſtian man can take that oath with a fate 
conſcience, neirher will I eucr take it, to gaine the greateſt 
prefermeat in the world. 50 
17 There is another Statute in England, made by Queen 
EL1ZABETH, and confirmed by your Maicfty , that it is 
death for any Engliſh man to be in England , being made a 
Prieſt by authoritie deriued,or pretended to be deriued from 
the Biſhop of Rome; I cannot belceue that I am a Prieſt at 
all; ynlefle I bederiued by authority fromGntGoR yr the 
Great, from whence all the Biſhops in England have their 
* being, if they have any being art all. 

18 There is another Statute in like manner made and 
confirmed, that it is death to be reconciled by a Catholike 
Prieſt, to the Church of Rome : I am perſwaded that the 
Church of Rome is our Mother Church, and that no man in 
England can be ſaued, that continues wilfully out of the yi- 
ble vnitie of that Church ; and therefore I cannot chooſe 

= but perſwade the people to be reconciledthereunto,if poſſt- 
bly they.can, PTE, 
19 There is another Statute in like manner , made and 
confirmed,that it is death to exhort the people ofEngland to 
| CatholikeRoman Religion,I am perſwaded that the Religi- 
on preſcribed, and practiſed by the Church of Rome, is the 
true Catholike Religion , which I will particulacly wifi 
and make plaine from point to point, if God giue me time 
and oportunitie,and therefore I cannot chooſe but perlwade 
the people thereunto, 
It may bee theſe are not all ſcuerall Statutes , ſome of 
them may bee members of the ſame, (for I have not my 
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books about me to ſearch) but Iam ſure all of them domake 
ſuch felonies and treaſons,as were the greateſt yertues of the 
Primitive Church,and ſuch as I muft needs confeſle my ſelf, 
T cannot chooſe if Tlive in England , but endeavour to bee 
oviltie of, and then it were eaſfie to finde Puritans enough to 
make a Iury againſt me, and there would not want a Iuſtice 
of Peace to give a ſentence, and when they had done, that 
which is worſe then the perſecution it felfe , they would all 
ſweare ſolemnely that DoRtor Canrtn was not put to 
death for Catholike Religion, but for felony and mor! wa I 
haue no hope of protection againſt the cruelty of thoſe laws, 
if your Maicſty be reſolued ypon no conditions whatſocuer, 
to haue no ſociety at all, nor no communion at all with the 
Church of Rome. And therefore whileRt the caſe ſo ftands, I 
dare not returne home againe, But I cannot be altogether 
out of hope of better newes before die,as long as I doe be- 
leeue that the Saints in heauen doercioyce at the conuerfion 


of a finner to Chriſt, and doe know that your Maieſtic by” 


your birth, hath ſo great an intereſt in the Saints of heauen, 
as you ſhall never ceaſe to haue, vntill you ceaſe to be the 
Sonne of ſuch a Mother, as would reioyce, more then all the 
reſt, for your conuerſion, And therefore I afſure my ſelfe, that 
{hee with all the reft doe pray, that your Maicſty before you 
die may be militant in the communion of that Church wher- 
in they are triumphant, 

And in this hope I am gone before to joine my praiers with 
theirs in the ynity of the Catholike Church. And do humbly 
pray your Maieſty to pardon me, for doing that which was 
not in my power to auoid:& to give me leaueto live, where 
I hope ſhortly to die, vnlefle T may hope to doe your Maieſty 
feruice,and without the preiudice of any honeſt man in Eng- 
land, to ſee ſome vnity betwixt the Church ef England,and 
her Mother,the Church of Rome. And now having decla- 


red the meanes of my-conuerfion to Catholike Religion, I 


will briefly alſo ſhew ynto you the hopes I haue to doe your 
Maicttie no ill ſeruice therein, - 
CHAP, 
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The hopes I baue to doe your Maieſtie no ilt ſergice in be- 
ing Catholike, 
\ AY firſt hope, that your Maiefty will accept of that for 
the beſt feruice I can doe you,which doth moſt further 
the glory of our bleſſed Sauiour, and my owne faluation.In- 
deed there are Kingdoms in the world, where the chiefe care 
of the Gouernor is, Non quam bonis proſme, ſed qua ſubditis, 
ſ{uch were the Heathen Kingdoms whichS, AvGvsTINE 
deſcribes in his 2, De Cixit, Dei, cap.20, In ſuch Common- 
wealthes,the way to bee good ſubieQs, is not to bee a good 
man,but to ſ{erue the times and the turnes of them that beare 
the ſway, whatſoeuer they are, Butifit be true, that as ſome 
holy and learned Fathers teacheth, that in a wel ordered Go. 
uernment there is, eadem felicitas vnins hominis ac totins. Ci- 
#itatis,then Iam ſure that it muſt follow,that ina Common- 
wealth truly Chriſtian, there is,eadems virtns bons viri, ac bons 
cis, And therefore being a Miniſter and Preacher of Eng- 
land, if I will rather ſerue your Maicſty then my ſelfe,and ra- 
ther procure the good of your Kingdome, then mine owne 
preferment, I am bound in dutie to reſpe& and ſecke for 
thoſe things aboue all other, that may aduance the honor of 
God,and the ſaluation of mine owne ſoule, and the ſoules of 
thoſe which doe any way belong to my charge; and being 
ſufficiently reſolued, that nothing can more aduance the ho- 
nor of our Sauiour and the common faluation, then to be in 
the vnity of his Church : I haue done you the beſt ſeruice I 
could at home, by preaching peaceand reconciliation , and 
beinghot able ,for the malice of the times,to ſtand any lon- 
ger inthe breach at home : I thinke it ſafeſt in this laſt caſt 
to looke to mine owne game, and by my daily prayers , and 
dying, to doe your Maicſtie the ſame ſeruice in the ynitie of 
the Church, which by my daily preaching and living, I did 
endeuour to doc in the midit of the Schiſme, 
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2 And although it be ſufficient for a man of my profefſi- 
on to reſpe& only matters of heauen, and of another world, 
yet becauſe this world was made for that other, Ihaue nor 
regarded mine owne eſtate, that I mighr reſpeR your Maie- 
ſies rhercin , and after long and ſerious meditation, which 
Religion,might moſt honor your Maicſty euen in this world, 
(I haue conceiued yndoubred hope, that there is no otherRe- 
ligion that can procure true honor and fecuritie to your Ma- 
icſtie, and your poſteritie in this world, but the true Catho- 
like Roman Religion, which was the very ſamie, whereby all 
your glorious predeceſſors haue beene aduanced, and prote- 
Qed onearth, and are eucrlaſtingly blefled in heauen, 

3 The firſt reafon of my hope,is the promife of God him- 
ſelfe , to bleſle and honor thoſe, thar bleſſe his Church and 
honor him ; and to curſe and confound thoſe that curſe his 
Church and diſhonor him, which he hath made good in all 
ages, There was nener any Man, or Citie, or State, or Em- 
pireſopreſerued, and aduanced, as they that haue preſerued 
the ynitic, and aduanced the proſperitie of the Church of 
Chriſt, Nor euer any beene made more miſerable and inglo- 
rious, then they that haue diſhonored Chrift, and made ha- 
noke of his Church by Schiſme and Hereke* 

4 If I had keafure and bookes, it were eafie for me to en- 
large this point with a long enumeration of particulars, But 
I thinke itneedlefſe , becauſe Icannot callto minde any ex- 
ample to the contrary, except it be the State of Queene E- 
LIZABETH, or fomec one or two other, lately fallen from 
the vnitic of the Catholike Ghurch,or the State of the great 
Turke , that doth ftill perſecute the Church of Chriſt , and 
yet continues in great glory in this world, But when I con- 
fider of Queene E11zABtrn, Ifinde in her many fingu- 
larities, ſhee was a Woman, and a Maiden Queene, which 
gaue her many aduantages of admiration , ſhee was the laft 
of her Race, and needed not care what became ofthe World 
after her owne daies were ended. Shce came vpon the Re- 
mainders of deyotion and Catholike Religion, which like a 
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Bowle in his courſe, or an Arrow in his flight,would goe on 
for a while by the force of the fiſt Mover : 2nd ſhee had a 
practiſe of maintaining Warres among her Neighbours 
(which became a Woman well) that {hee might be quier at 
home. And whatſocuer proſperitie or honor there was in her 
daies, or is yet remaining in England, I cannot but aſcribe 
it to the Church ot Rome, and to Catholike Religion, which 
was for many hundred yeares together , the firft Moouer of 
that Gouernment, and it is till in every ſerled Kingdome, 
and hath yer left the ſteps, and ſhadow thereof bcehinde ir, 
which in all ikehhood cannot continue many yeares with- 
out a new ſupply from the Fountaine, 

5 As for the honor and greatnes of the TvRx# and o- 
ther Infidels, as it reacheth no farther then this Life, ſoit 
bath no beginning from aboue this World, and if we may 
belecue Saint AMBRoS$SE,-in Lac, 4. Et alibs, Thoſe honors 
are conferred rather by Gods permifſion, then by his dona- 
tion, being indeed ordained and ordered by his Prouidence, 
but for the finnes of the People, conferred by the Prince 
that rules in the Ayre. It is true that the Turkiſh Empire, 
hath now continued a long time, but they haue other prin- 
ciples of State to ftand ypon : The continuall Guard of an 
hundred thouſand Souldiers , whereof moft of them-know 
no Parents, but the Emperour, The Tenure of all his 
Subie&ts who hold all in capite ad voluntatem Domini, by 
the {eruice of the Sword, their enioyned filence, and re- 
uerence in matters of Religion , wad their facilitie in ad- 
mitting other Religions, as well as their owne, to the hope 
of ſaluation, and to tolerate them, ſo that they bee good 
ſubieRs. | | 

Thefe and ſuch like are principles of great importance to 
encreaſe an Empire,and to maintaine a Temporall State,But 
thercis no State in Chriſtendom that may endure theſe prin- 
ciples , vnlefle they meane to turne Turkes alfo, which al- 
thougtrſome be willing ro doe, yet they will neither hould 
in Capite, nor hould their peace in Religion, nor ſuffer their 
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King to haue fucha guard about him,nor admit of Catholike 
Religion ſo much as the Turke doth, 

6 It is moſt true, which I gladly write, & am ſo out with 
all the honor I can of your Maieſty,to ſpeake that I thinke, 
there was neuer any Catholike King in England, that didin 
his time more embrace and fauour the true body of the 
Church of England, then your Maicttic doth that ſhadow 
thereof, which is yet left;and my firme hope is, that this your 
defire to honor our blefled Sauiour in the ſhadow of the 
Church of England, will moue him to honor your Maieftie 
ſo much, as not to ſuffer you to die, out of the .bodie of his 
true Catholike Church : and in the meane time to let you 
yaderſtand,that al honor that is intended to him by Schiſme 
and Hereſfie, doth redound to his great diſhonor, both in re- 
ſpe of his Reall, and of his My ſticall bodie, 

7 For his Reall body, it is not as the Vbiquitaries would 
haue it, eucry where, as well without the Church as within, 
but only where himſelfe would haue it, and hath ordained 
that it ſhould be, and that is only amongft his Apoſtles and 
Diſciples, and their Succeflors in the Catholike Church, to 
whom he deliuered his Sacraments, and promiſed to conti- 
nue with them yntill the worlds end:ſo that although Chriſt 
be preſent in that Schiſme, by the power of his Deity (for.{o 
he is preſent in hell alſo)yer by the grace of his humanity,by 
participation of which grace, only there is hope of ſaluation, 
he is not preſent there at all, except it be in corners, and pri- 
ſons, and places of perſecution, And therefore whatſoever 
honor is pretended to be done to Chriſt in Schiſme and He- 
refie, is not done to him, but to his vtter enemies, 

8 And for his Myſticall body, which in his Church and 
Kingdome,there can be no greater diſhonor done ro Chriſt, 
then to maintaine Schiſme and difſention therein, What 
would your Maieſtie thinke of any ſubie& of yours, that 
ſhould goe about to raiſe ciuill diflention, or warres in your 
Kingdome, and of thoſe that ſhould foſter, and adhere vnto 
fach men ? It is the faſhionof all Rebels, when they are in 
. Armes, 
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Armes, to pretend the ſafetic of the King , and the good of 
the Countrey ; but pretend-what they will , you cannot ac- 
count ſuch men any better then Traytors, And ſhall we be- 
leeue that our bleſſed Saviour, the King of Kings, doth fit in 
heauen, and cither not ſee the praCtiſes of thoſe, that vnder 
colour of ſeruing him with Reformation, doe nothing elfe 
but ſerue their owne turnes, and dill: rat his Church i is 
his Kingdome on earth, with ſedition ?-Or ſhall we thinke 
that he will not -in time reuenge this wrong? Verily be ſceth 
it, and doth revenge it, and will in time revenge it. 
' 9 ButTI hope and pray that he may not revenge it vpon 
you,nor yours ; but rather thathe will ſhew, that your de- 
fire to honour him , is accepted of him, and therefore will 
moue you to honor your ſelfe, and your poſteritie, with be- 
ſftowin j the ſame your fauour ypon his Church, in the vnity 
thereof, which you doe now beſtow in the Schiſme,and that 
he will reward both you and yours for the ſame, according 
to his promiſe , not onely with cuerlafting glory in heaven, 
but allo with long continued temporal honor and ſecurity in 
this world, And this is the firft reaſon of my hope, grounded 
ypon the promiſe of God. 

10 The ſecond reaſon of my hope, that Catholike Reli- 
gion may be a great meanes of honor and ſecurity, to your 
Maieſties poſteritie, is taken from the conſideration of your 
Neighbours the Kings and Princes of Chriſtendome;among 
whom there is no State ancient, and truely Honorable , bur 
only thoſe that are Catholike, The reaſon whereof Itake to 
be, becauſe the Rules of CatholikeRetigion areEternall,V- 
 niverſall, and conſtant vnto themſelues, and withall ſo.con- 
ſonant vnto Maicftie and Greatnes, as they haue made and 

reſerued the Catholike Church moſt Reverent and Vecnera- 

le throughout the World, for thefe thoufand and fix hun- 
dred yeares,and thoſe Tewporall States that have been con- 
formable thereunto, have beene alwayes moſt honorzble, 
and ſoare like to continue, yntil they hearken vnto Schiime, 
And as for thoſe that haue rcieQed ard oppoſed the 1vies of 
. Catkolike: 
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Catholike Religion, they haue beene driuen inſhort time to 
degenerare,and become either Tyrannicall or Popular: your 
Maicttie,I know, doth abhorre Tyranuie,but if Schiſme and 
Herche might haue their full ſwing ouer the Seas, the very 
{hadaw and Reliques of Maieſticin England, ſhould be vt- 
terly defaced, and quickly turned into Heluetian, or Belgian 
popularitie , for they that make no conſcience to prophane 
the Maiettie of God and his Saints, in the Church, will after 
they feele their ſtrength,make no bones to violate the Maie- 
tie of the King, and his children, in the Common-wealth. 
i1' Lknow well thatthe Puritans of England,the Huge- 
.hots of France, and the Geuſes of Germanie, together with 
the reſt of the Caluiniſts of all ſorts , are a great faction of 
Chriſtendome, and they are gladto haue the pretence of fo 
great a Maieſtic to be their Chiefe, and of your polteritic to 
be their hope;but I cannot be per{ſwaded,that they euer wil, 
or can joine together,to aduance your Maiefty, or your chil- 
dren,farther then they may make apreſent gain by you. They 
are not agreed of their owne Religion, nor of the principles 
of yniverlall and eternal truth;and how can they be conſtant 
in the rules of particular and tranſitory honor, where there 
is Nullums Principinm ordings there can be Nallum Principium 
bonorz,ſuch is their caſe,there is a voyce of confuſion among 
them,as well in matters of State,as ofReligion, Their power 
is great, but not to edification, They ioyne together onely 
.againſt good order, which they call the Common-Enemie, 
and'if they can deſtroy that, they will in all likelihood turne 
their furie againſtthemſelues, and like Diuels torment, like 
Serpents deuour one another, In the meane time, if they can 
make rheir Bourgers Princes,and turne old Kingdomes into 
new States, it is like enough they will doc it ; but that they 
will euer agree together, to make any one Prince, King, or 
Emperour ouer them all, and yeeld due obedience vnto him, 
further then either their gaine ſhall allure them,or his ſword. 
ſhall compecll them; that I cannot perſwade my ſelfe to be- 
lceue, And therefore 1 cannot hope that your Maieſtie, or 
your 
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your poſteritie can expe the like honor or ſecuritie from 
them, which you might doefrom Catholike Princes, if you 
were ioyned firmely to them in the vnity of Religion. 

12 The third reaſon of my hope, that Catholike Religion 
ſhould be moſt auaileable for the honor and ſecurity of your 
Maieftic,and your children, is taken from the conſideration 
of your ſubies , which can be kept in obedience ro God, 
and totheir King by no other Religion,and leaſt of all by the 
Caluiniſts, for it their principles be receiued once, and well 
drunke in, and digeſted by your ſubic&s, they will openly 
maintaine, that God hath as well predeftinated men to be 
Traytors, as to be Kings, and he hath as well predeſtinated 
men to be Theeues, as to be Tudges, and hee hath as well 
predeſtinated that men ſhould finne , as that Chriſt ſhould 
dic for finne : which kinde of diſputations I know by my 
experience in the Country, that they are ordinarie among 
your country-Caluinifts, that take themſclues to be learned 
in the Scriptures, eſpecially when they are met in the Ale- 
houſe, and haue found a weaker brother, whom they thinke 
fit to beinſtructed in theſe profound myſteries. And how- 
ſocuer they be nor yet all fo impudent, as to hold all theſe 
concluſions in plaine tearmes, yet it is certaine they all 
hold theſe principles of Do&rine , from whence working 
heads, of greater libertie , doe at their pleaſures draw thele 
conſequences, in their lives and practiſes, And is this a 
Religion fit to keepe ſubieAs in obedience to their Soue- 
raigne ? ; 

13 Here know the great Maſters of Schiſme,will neuer 
leaue obieCing the horrible treaſon of certaine Catholikes 
againſt your Maicftie, which if the Divell had not wrote to * 
their hands, they had had little to ſay againſt Catholike Re- | 
ligion before this day. But Thumbly intreate that the fat of 
ſome few men, may not be for cuer obieRted againſt the 
truth of a general] Rule, Tr is not the queſtion which Reli- 
gion will make all your ſubieRs true , but which Retigion 
is moſt like ro make all rrue, Ic is certaine there be T.1aytors 
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] 2gainft God and man, of all Religions, and Catholikes, as 
they are the beft ſubicets,fo when they fall to it, they are the 
worſt Traytors, But if we will looke vpon examples,or con- 
der of reaſons, the Catholike is the only Religion, which as 
it doth duely ſubordinate Kings vnto God, ſo doth it effe= 
£/ Eually binde {ubiects ro performe all lawfull obedience yn- 
to their Kings, I will not repeate examples, becauſe the An- 


cientare tedious,and the preſent are odjous : but if there can 


be but one King named in all the world , that did euer re- 
ceive honor from Caluinifts, farther then to be their Cham- 
pion, or ProteQor, vntill their turnes were ſerued : then E 
may be content to belceue that your Maieſtie, and your Fa- 
mily ſhall receive perpetuitie from them. But if your Calui- 
niſts doe profeſle to honor you, and all other Caluinifts doe 
ouerthrow their Kings and Princes , wherefoeuer they can 
preuaile ; I can hardly belecue that yours doe meane any 
more good carneſtthen the reſt. There is certainely ſome 0- 
ther matter,that they are contented for a time to honor your 
Maieftic, it cannot be their religion that tyes them to it, for 
it doth not tye them to it felfe, There is no principle of any 
Religion, nor no article of any Faith, which a Caluiniſt will 
not call in queſtion, and cither altogether deny, or expound 
after his owne fancie, and if he be reftrained,he cries out by 
and by , that he cannot kaue the libertie of his conſcience. 
And what bond of obedience can there be in ſuch Religion? 

14 It is commonly obieQed by Stateſmen, that it is no 
matter what opinions men hold in matters of Religion, fo 
that they be kept in awe by Iuſtice, and by the ſword : In- 
deed for this world it were no matter at all for Religion, if it 
were poſſible withour it to doe Tuftice,and to keepe men it 
awe by the ſword, In Militarie eftates whilcft the ſword is 
in the hand, there is the lefle need of Religion, and yet the 
greateſt and moſt Martiall States that ever were, have bcene 
willing to vſe the confcience and reverence of ſome religion 
or other, to prepare the ſubieAs to obedience, But in a peace= 


able Gouernment, ſuch as all Chriftian Kingdomes doe pro- 
eſle 
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feſle tobe; if the reines of Religion be let looſe, the ſword 
commonly is too weake,and comes too late,and will be like 
enough to giue the day to theRebell,and ſeeing the laſt and 
ftrongeſt bond of Tuſtice is an oath, which is a principall act 
of religion,and were but a mockry, if it were not for the pu- 
niſhment of hell,and the reward of heauen ; it is impoſſible 
to execute Iuſtice without the helpe of Religion. And there- 


fore the neglect and contempt of Religion hath cuer beene, 


and cuer ſhall be the fore-runner of deſtruRion in all ſetled 
States whatſocuer, 

15 The Diuell that intendeth the deſtruRion, as well of 
bodies , as of ſoules , and of whole States, as of particular 
men,doth not commonly begin with mens bodies,and with 
matters of State; but being himſelfe a ſpirit, and the father 
of lyes, he doth firſt infinuate himſelfe into mens vnderftan- 
dings, by falſe principles of religion, whereinto he hath the 
more caſzecntrance, becauſe he hath perſwaded their Gouer- 
nours to belecue it is no great matter what opinions men 
hold in matters of Religion, ſo that they look well into their 
actions, and keepe them in obedience, which perſwaſion is 
all one,as if the Enemie that beſiegeth a Citie , ſhould per- 
{wade the Garriſon that they might ſurrender the Caſtle vn- 
ro him well enough,and keep the baſe towne to themſclues. 
Bur when the diuell hath preuailed ſo farre,as by falſe opini- 
ons in matters of the firſt truth, that is, of Religion, to get 
the ynderſtanding in poſſeſhon , which is the Caſtle, as it 
were, and watch-tower of both the ſoule , and bodie, *and 
ſtate, and all: he will peraduenture difſemble his purpoſe for 
n while, and by ſlandering of the truth, and pleaſing them 
with the trifles of the world (which by Gods permiſſion are 


 inhis power) make men belecue,that the world is amended, 
for Nemoreptnte fit peſſimus, bur ſhortly after, when be ſeeth 


his time, he will out of bis Arſexale of falſe appreheſions in 
ynderſtanding, ſend forth ſuch diſtorted engines of life and 
actions, as will eafily ſubdue both body and goods, and 
ſtates, and all tohis Ceaotion, 
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'* 16 The Caluinifticall Preacher, when he hath gotten his 
honeſt abuſed and miſguided flocke about him, will crie out 
againlt me forthis Popiſh colleion,and call God and them 
to witnes, that he doth daily in his Sermons exhort men to 
good works,and to obedience vnto the Kings Maie(iie,and 
am not Iand my brethren, ſaith he, and our flockes, as ho- 
neſt, and as ciuill men, as any Papiſt of them all? For mine 
owne part, I will not accuſe any Caluiniſt, though I could, 
neither can I excule all Papifts, though I wauld, /zacos inter 
w#res peccator & extra! But I muſt neuer forger that moſt 
true and wile obſ{eruation, which the Noble and learned Sir 
FrRANCis BAc o0N,maketh in one of his firſt Efſayes, v4 
that all Schiſmatikes vtterly failing in the precepts of the firſt 
Table, concerning theRelis 
Necefſitie in Policie to make a good ſhew of the ſecond Ta- 
ble, by their ciuill and demure conuerſation towards men, 
For otherwiſe they ſhould at the firſt appeare to be, as after- 
wards they ſhew themſelues to be altogether out of their 
" ten Commandements, and fo men would be as much aſha- 
med to follow them at the firſt, as they are at thelaft. It is a 
{ure rule of Policie, that incuery mutation of State, the Au- 
thors of the Change will for a while ſhew themſelues ho- 
neſt, rather of ſpite then of conſcience, that they may diſ- 
chargethoſe whom they haue ſuppreſſed, but it doth neuer 
hold in the next generation, You ſhall ſcarce heare of a Pu- 


ritan father, bur his ſonne proues either a Catholike or an A- 
theift., Mutinous ſouldiers, whileftthe Enemyis in the field, 


will be orderly, not for loue of their Generall, but for feare_ 


of the Enemie : but if they be not held in the ancient diſci- 
pline of warres, they will vpon the leaſt truce or ceſſation 
quickly ſhew themſelues, 

x7 And as for their exhortations to obedience to your 
Maieſtie, when they haue firſt infeRed the vnderftanding of 
your fubieQs, with ſuch principles of rebellion, as haue di. 
fturbed and ouerthrowne all other States , where they had 
their will:it is a ridiculous thing to thinke ypon ſuch exhor- 
tations, 


ion and worſhip of God , haue

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tations,and all one;as if a phantaſticall fellow, finding a her& 
of yong cattell in a cloſe, ſhould firft breake downe the 
hedges, and then cric alowd to the cattcl},they doe not ven- 
ture to goe out,nor to ſeeke wy fatter paſture, for feare they 
be put intothe pound ; and if they chance ro feede where 
they are, becauſe they haue no experience of other, and to 
tary in the cloſe for an houre or two, then the vnhappy fel- 
low ſhouldcunne to the owner. of the cattell, and tell him 
what great ſeruice hee had done him, and how he had kept 
his cattell in the cloſe, by his goodly charmes and exhorta- 
tions, Let them ſay what they liſt of their owne hone- 
tie, and of their exhorrations to obedience, as long as 
they doe. freely infe& the peoples ſoules, with ſuch talſe 
Opinions in Religion, they doe certainely ſow the ſ{eedes 
of diſobedience , and Rebellion in mens vnderſtandings, 
which if they bee not preuented by'your Maieſtics gi- 
uing way to Catholike Religion, will in all likelihood 
ſpring vp in the next generation to the great preiudice 
and moleſtation of your Maieſtie , and your. poſteritic. 
So that whether I doe reſpe& heauen , or earth, mine owne 
ſoule, or the ſeruice of your Maieſtie, God , or your 
Neighbours , or your ſubicas , my afflured hope is, that 
by ioyning my ſelfe to the Catholike Church, I ncither 
haue done, nor cuer {hall doe any ill duetic or ſeruice ynto 
your Maieſtie, 

18 But perhaps there is ſuch oppoſition, both in matter 
of Doctrine, and in matter of Stare, as it is impoſſible that c- 


per there ſhould be any reconciliation in at all betwixt the 


Church of England, and the Church of Rome ; of which I 
humbly pray your Maieſtie to giue me leaue to ſhew to you 

what I haue obſlcrued, | 
19 Itis trye, the breach hath continued now theſe many 
yeares, and it is much increaſed by ſo long continuance, fo 
that it was neuer greater, then it ſeemes to be at this day, 
nor neuer more dangerous to deale withal!; for ifa man doc 
bur goe about to Ropit, there ariſeth preſently a great and 
D 3 _ fearcfull 
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featefull noiſe, and roaring of the waters againſt him; bur 
yet neuertheleflle, the greartnes of the noiſe ouhgt not to diſ- 
courage ys, but rather to give vs hope, that although it be 
wide, yet it is but ſhallow, and not farre from the bottome, 
as proceeding from affe&tion, which is ſudden and violent, 
and not from judgement, which is quiet, conftant , and al- 
wayes like it ſelte ; for if a man aske in cold bloud, whether 
a Roman Catholike may be ſaued,the moſt learned Church- 
man will not deny it, And ifa man aske, whether a Roman 
Catholike may bea good ſubieR, the moſt wiſe Stateſman 
will cafily grant it ; May we be both ſaued, then we are not 
divided in God? May we be both good ſubicRts, then we 
are nor diuided in the King ? What rcaſon is there then, that 
we {ſhould be thus hotly and placably diuided ? 

20 Truely there is noreaſon at all, but only the violence 
of affeftion, which being in a courſe, cannot without ſome 
force be ftayed, The multitude doth ſeldome or ncuer judge 
according vnto truth, but according vnto cuftome, And 
therefore hauing beene bred and brought vp in'the hatred 
of Spaniards,and Papifts, cannot chooſe bur thinke they are 
bound to hate them till, and that whoſocuer ſpeaketh a 
word in fauour of the Church of Rome, or of Catholike Re- 
ligion, is their vtter enemie. And the puritanicall Preacher, 
who can haue no being in charitie,doth neuer ceaſe by falfi- 
fications,and {landers,to blow the coales,that he may burne 

them, and warme himlſelfe. L 
Bur if your Maicſtic ſhall euer be pleaſed to command 
thoſe make-bartes to hold their peace a while,and to ſay no- 
thing , but that they are able toproue by ſufficient authori- 
'tie, before thoſe that arc able to judge; and in the meane 
time, to admit a conference of learned and moderatemen on 
either fide; the people who arc now abuſed , and with the 
lighr of che Goſpel! held in extreame ignorance, are not yct 
ſo vncapable , but they will be glad ro heare of the truth, 
when it ſhall be fimply and cuidently delivered by honeſt 
men:8& then they will plainly ſce,that their light of the rh n 
| | pell, 
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pell, which they ſon uch talke of,is but a counterfeit light in 
a theeues lanterne , whereby honeſt mens eyes is dazeled, 
and their purſes robbed, And it will alſo appeare , that there 
is not indeed any ſuch irreconciliable oppoktion betwixt the 
Church of England, and the Church of Rome, as they that 
live by the Schiſme,do make the world belecue there is,nei- 
ther in matter wattcr of DoQrine,nor matter of State, 

21 For matter of DoErine , there is no reaſon that your 
Maicſty or the Kingdome ſhould be moleſted, or burthened 
for the mainterance of Caluiniſme, which is as much againſt 
thereligion of England, as itis againſt the religion of Rome, 
and will by neceflary conſequence overthrow, not only the 
Catholike Church, the Communion of Saints, and the for- 
giuenes of {ins,but alſo all the Articles of the Creed , ſfauing 
onely ſo much as the Turke himſelfe will be content to be- 
leeue, which will be eafie to proue ypon better leaſure. _ 

The Doctrine of England is that which is contained in the 
Common-prayer-bookeand Ghurch Catechiſme,confirmed 
by AR of Parliament,and by your Maieſties Edit, wherein 
al Engliſh-men are Baptiſed, and ought to be confirmed,and 
therfore there is ſome reaſon that this ſhould be ood ypon, 

But this DoRrine in moſt of the maine points thereof, 2s 
hath been touched before,and requireth a juſt treatiſe to ſer 
downe in particular, doth much dffer from the current opi- 
nions and Catechiſmes of Caluinxfme, or doth very neere a- 
gree with, or atleaſt not contradiR the Church of Rome, .if 
we liſt with patience to heare one another, And thoſe points 

of Doctrine , wherein we are made to be at wartes with the 
Church of Rome , whether we will or not, doe rather argue 
the corruptions of that State, from whence they come, then 
are argued by the grounds of that religion whereupon they 
ftland ; and the contradiftion of DoAtrine hath followed rhe 
alteration of State,and not the alteration of State bin groun- 

ded ypon any truth of Dorine, | ; 
22 For when tþe breach was refolued ypon, for the per- 
ſonall and particular eaſe of King HEN 1 the eight,and the 
childrem 
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children of his latter wiues, it was neceſſary to giue every 
part of the Common-wealth contentment , for which they 
might hold out in the heate of affe&tion,and Rudie to main- 
taine the breach, otherwiſe it was likely that in the clearnes 
of iudgement it would quickly haue growne together a- 
gaine, and then the Authors thereof muſt haue beene exclu. 
ded, and giuen account of their practiſe, 

23 Therefore to the Lords and Fauourites of the Court 
were giuen the lands and inheritance of the Abbeyes , and 
Religious houſes, that hauing once, as it were, waſhed their 
hand; in the bowels and bloud of the Church,both they and 
their poſteritie might be at vtter defiance therewith. And ſo 
haue ouerthrowne and prophaned the good workes of the 
Saints, it was neceflary for them to get them Chaplains, that 
might both diſpute, preach, and write againſt the merits of 
good Workes,the Inuocation of Saints, the Sacrifice of the 
Altar, prayer for the Dead, and all ſuch points of Catholike 
DoRrine,as were the grounds of thoſe Churches and religi- 
ous Houſes , which they had ouerthrowne and prophaned. 
And it was not hard for thoſe Chaplains , by ſome ſhew of 
Scripture, to proue that which their Lords,and their follow. 
ers, were ſo willing to belecue. 

24 To the Commons was giuen great hope of reliefe for 
their pouerty,eaſe of Subfidies,and of the burden of fo great 
a Clergie,and many other goodly gay Nothings. And for the 
preſent, they ſhould haue berry, & the benefit of Common- 
law, that is,leaue to live by ſuch lawes as themſclues lift ro 
make, and to contemne the authority of the Church, which 
although it were for their benefit euery way, yet becauſe it 
crolſed! their affeQions, like way-ward children, they could 
never abide it. And was not this reaſon enough for them to 
hold out the breach, and to Rudy Scripture themſelues, that 
they might be able to confute Confeſſion, Satisfaftion, Pe- 
nance, and to declaim againſt al that Tyranny of the Church 
of Rome, whereby themſeclues , and their fore-fathers , had 
been kept in awe and obedience vnto God;and their Kings? 
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25 To theClergie men,that would rurhewith the times, 
beſides the poſſibility of preſent preferment b y the alterati- 
on, was giuen ſhortly leaue to Marrie, and to purchaſe, and 
to cnioy the profit and pleaſure of the World, as well as the 
_ Laitie. And what carnall minded Monke, or Prieſt, would 
not with mightand maine keepe open the breach, after hce 
was once plunged init, rather then to be in danger to for. 

oc ſo pleaſing a commoditie : Hence did ariſe a neceſſity of 
peaking and writing againſt Vowes, Virginitie, Pouerrtie, 
Faſting, Praying, Watching, Obedience, and all that auſte- 
. ritie of life, which is by the Lawes of the Church required in 
a Monaſticall and Prieftly conuerſation, 

26 Vpon theſe conditions, the Lords, the Commons, 
and the Clergie, were content to belecue that the King was 
Supreme head of the Church of England, not that they did 
thinke ſo indeed, or that they defired to augment his autho- 
- ritie, but that they might be proteed by him, and freely 

enioy thoſe commodities, whe they had thought Schiſme 
had brought ynto them, andeared the vnitic of the Church 
might againe take from them, Hence did ariſe a necefſitie of 
TY againſt the Pope, and the Church of Rome, as a- 
gainſt Antichriſt and Babylon, and the greateſt Enemies of 
the State of England, 1 
In ſo much that that Clergie man was moſt acceptable to 
them, and in their opinion moſt worthy of preferments,that 
could moſt confidently preach, and write,the moſt foule and 
monftruous aſſertions of the Pope,and the Church of Rome, 
though they were neuer ſo falſe, Theſe and ſuch like are 
thoſe temporall reſpeAs , which would faine ſeeme the 
daughters of thoſe DoGtrines , which themſclues haue 
brought forth,and to be diuided from the Catholike Church 
by Doarine, when they themſclues haue cauſed the Do-

27 In all theſe, and all other Do&rine of diuifon, Men 
haue received great countenance, and encouragement from 
Geneua, For although M:Iounx Calvin werenguer apy

did ſo fit the Common-people with new DoEtrine, that no 

2 Goſpell can be fopleaſing to them,, nor {o lightſome as his, 

For finding Geneua to be fallentout;both with their Biſhop, 

who. was:their ancient Prince,;afid their Duke, to whom 
they pretended againſt their Biſhop, & to be all in a combu- 

| ftion among themſelues, for want of gouernment,although f 

[- he were then a ſtranger, and a very yong man of fixe and 

| | twentie or feuen and twengie yeares old at the molt : yet he 

| thought good, ypon the oportunity-to giue the yenture,and 

to ſtep in himſclfe, tro be-the founder of a new Church, and . : 
ſtate amongſt them,and for that purpoſe, he found them out - 
tuch-a Catechiſme,as they might eaſily contemne all ancient

J 28 Now it is the nature of all Common-people,eſpecial- +| » 
| | ly of Tlanders, not only Rill to affe& more and more noue]- 

tie,and libertie, and to be weary of their old Clergie,but al- 
ſo to admire any thing that comes from beyond the ſeas,and 
to cheriſh, and comfort one another, with reporting the | 
good fuccefle, which Schiſmatikes and Rebels happen to 
bave againft their lawfull Prelars, and ancient Gouernours, 
and to impure all their good fortune ynto their new Religi- 
on, Hence it is come to paſſe, that that Dorine, which is 
indeed the lawfull Doctrine of the Church of England , is 
nepleRed, and contemned as a Relike, or a Regge of Pope- 

wie, aud CAalvins Inflitutions being come from /

and fairely bound yp with the Preface 6f the Goſpell; is di- 
ſperſed throughout all Schooles,Cities and Villages of Eng- 
land,and hath ſo infeed both Prieſt and people,as although 
it beapainſt law, yet ifis cried vp by roices to be the onely 
current Diuinity in Court and Country.In hope,belike, that 
it may oneday ſerue the turne in England, as well as it hath 
done in Geneua,and in other places, where it hath preuailed. 

| 29 Theſe Reaſons, or rather corrvptions of State,haue {o 


confounded the DoQtine of the Church of England, and ſo 


flandred the Doftrine of the Church of Rome,as it hath tur- 
ned mens braines,and made the multitude on both fides like 
two fooles, who being ſer back toback, doe thinke they are 
as farre'aſunder as the Horizons are, which they looke ypon. 
Bur if it might pleaſe your Maicſtic to command them to 
rurne bur each of them a quarter about, and looke both onc 
way to the Seruice of God, and your Maicſty,and to the ſal-, 
uation of ſoules, they ſhould preſently ſee'themſclues tg be 
a'great-deale more neete together in matters of DoQtine, 
then the Puritanicall Preachers on both fides do make them 
beleeue they are, I cannot in the breuity of this diſcourſe de-

LEINE, and flattery ofhis fauourites, and ſaw he could not

eight : and if this Schiſme could haue preuented your Title, 
with the diuorceot one wife, and the marrying of five more, 
neither your Mother, nor your ſelfe, ſhould cuer haue made 
Queen EL1ZABETH afraid with your right to the Crown 
of England.

| likeReligion to afſift you, I hope you ſhall excell them all; 
otherwilc I aſſure my ſelfe, the Schiſme will doe what it can 
to make you poore, and then complaine , that you are not 
Rich, Ir was indeed one of the maine pretenſes in the Sta- 
tutes of King HenR yr the eight , that the Schiſme mighr 
enrich the King, and maintainehis warres; but God did not 
bleſle it : for-notwithſtanding all the Church-lands , and 
goods,and tenths,and fruits,and premuniries:King Henk r 
the eight was faine to abaſe his coyne more then once , and 
yet he died nor fo rich as his Catholike Father left him. And 
fance his time, what is become of the Court of Augmentati- 
on ? What benefit you receiue of all the Church-lands,more 
then your Progenitors did when they were in the hands of 
the Clergie ? What caſe your ſubicQAs haue of Subſidies ther- 
by ; orin briefe, how much your coffers are enriched ? you 
may be pleaſed to be informed by thoſe that haue to do with 
thoſe offices,and can readily giue you an accouint : for mine 
owne part I haue diligently read ouerall the Statutes, made 
byKing HEnx r.the eight, and doe finde that the Event 
are ſo cleane contrary to the Prefaces and pretences of them, 
as if God of purpofe would laugh them to ſcorne. . 

36 There is yet another obieQion or two in Reaſon of 
State,concerning your Maieſtic, which ſeeme to be harder to 
an{were, then all the reſt, whereof the one is, that your Ma- 
ieſtie hath vndertaken the cauſe in writing, and fet out a 
booke in print, and it muſt needs be great diſhonor for you 
to recall it, This indeed is that which I haue heard the Cal- 
uiniſts of England often wiſh for, before it was done, and 
much boaſt of, after it was by meanes effeted. rhat your 
Maieſty ſhould be no longer able roſhew your ſelfe indiffe- 
. rent, as you did at the firft , but were now engaged ypon 
your honor, to maintaine their partie, and ro oppugne the 
Catholikes, and altogether to ſupprefſe them. But there is 
nothing in that book why your Maicftic may not, when you 
pleaſe, admit the Popes Supremacie in Spiritvals. And you 
are partly engaged thereby to admit the triall of the firſt

Generall Councels,and the mot ancicnt Fathers, And as for 
the queltion of Antichriſt, it is but an Hypotheticall propo- 
htion,and to reſerued,as you may recall your ſelfe when you 
will. And howſocuer that booke came forth, either of your 
owne diſpoſition, or by the daily inftigation of ſome others, 
that did abuſe your clemencie,and ſecke to ſend you of their 
owne errand ; it cannot ferue your turnes, nor hinder your 
Maicltic from harkening to an end of contention. For if King 
HsxRyY the eight inthe judgementof Proteftants , mighc 
{aue his honor, and contradict his booke from very good to 
ftarke naught, they muſt not deny , but that your Maieſtic 
may encreaſe your [alice by altering your booke fram lefle 
good to much better, 

7 The other,and the greateſt obie&ion,that howſocuer 
your Maicſtie before your comming to the Crowne, and in 
the beginning of your raigne, were indifferent, yet after the 
Gunpowder-treaſon, you were ſo angred , andauerred, as 
now you are reſolued neuer to be friends, And therefore he 
is no good {ubicR, that will either himſelfe be reconciled to 


the Church of Rome, or perſwade any of your ſubieCts ther- 


unco, It is true, I confeſſe, your Maicſtic had great cauſe to 
be throughly angry, and ſo had all good men, whether Ca- 
tholikes or Proteſtants, but if your Maicſtie will hearken to 
thoſe,that worke their owne purpoſes out of your anger,you 
{hall be driven to live and die out of charity, which although 
it be not ſo horrible to the body,yer it is more harmefull to 
the ſoule, then yiolent or ſudden death. It is hard, I confeſle, 
for a private man to aſſwage his anger on the ſudden; and 


there is as much difference berwixt the anger of a priuate 


man, and the indignations ofa Prince,as betwixt a blaſt vp- 
on the riuer, which is ſoone downe, and a ſtorme vpon the 
ſea, which hauing raiſed the billowes to the height, is nou- 


riſhed by the motion thereof, and cannot ſettle againe in a 
long time, Bur there is a time for all things. And ſeuen years 


is a long time, when a man is in the middeft of his anger, it 


-pleaſerh him not to be intreated by.his neighbours , much 


lefle 
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leſſe by his ſeruants, but when a man hath chidden, arid pu- 
niſhed yntill he is weary, hewill be content to heare his ſer- 
uant ſpeake reaſon, And though he be notthe wiſcſt, yer he 
is the louingeſt ſeruant that will yenter to ſpeake to his Ma- 
Ker inſuch a caſe, God himſelfe is exorable, and it pleaſeth 
him to be intreated by his ſeruants for his enemies. Iam per- 
{waded there is no good Catholike in the world,that can be 
your Maieſties enemie. And therefore I doe afſure my elfe, 
that God will be pleafed with you to hearethem ſpeake,and 
not-angrie wita metor mouing you thereunto. And if your 
Maieſtic doe but youchfafe ſo much patience as to giue C- 
quall hearing , I doubt not but you ſhall receiue ſuch fatis- 
faction, as will glue you great quiet andycontcntiment, and 
diſquiet none of your ſubiects, but thoſe only, that doe for 
their aduantage mifinforme your Maicſtic, and miſlead your 

coþple, | 

; Ad if your Maieſtic have no ſuch vſc of the Schiſme , as 
King Hzx xm y the eight, and Queene E-L1zABET un had, 
and that it doth neither encreaſe your authoritie , nor your 
wealth, nor your honor, but rather hinder them all, and de. 
priue you of that bleſting , which otherwiſe you might ex- 
pe&tfrom Chriſt &his Church, from your Catholike neigh- 
bour Princes, and {ubiects , and from the Saints in heauen, 
1n whoſe communion is the greateſt comfort of cuery Chri- 
tian, both in life and death, then whatſocuer ſome great 
Stateſman may ſay to the contrary, I doc yerily belecue they 
doe but ſpeake for themſelues, and that there is no true rea- 
ſon, that may concerne your Maicſtic to hinder you from ad- 
mitting a toleration of Catholikes, and CatholikcReligion, 
that thoſe who cannot command their ynderftanding to 
thinke otherwiſe , may finde the comfort they doe , with fo 
oreat zcale purſue in the vnitic of the Catho'ike Church , »- 
mongſt whom I confeſle my ſelfe ro be one, that wc uld 
thinke my ſelfe the happ'eſt man in the werld,if I might vn- 
"a ah that your Maicſtic were content that I ſhall 

c ſo, 
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- 38 But although your Maieftie fit at thefterne,and com- 
mand all , yer you are carried in the ſame ſhip , andit is nor 
poſſible to weild fo great a Veſlell againſt winde and tyde. 
And tFerefore,although ir doe not concerne your Maicſty in 
your owne Eſtate ; yet if your Lords, and your Commons, 
and your Clergie do reape any great benefit by the Schiſme; 
1trwill be rxf land for your Maieſtie to effect ynitie, Bur if 
ypon due examination there beno ſuch matrer,then it is but 
the crie ofthe paſſengers, who for want of experience,are a- 
fraid where there is no danger,and that can be no hindrafice 
to any courſe your Maieſtie ſhall thinke to be beſt, for the 
attaining of the Hauen, 

39 For mine ownepart , for the diſcharge of my duetie, 
and conſcience, I haue conſidered of all their ſtates, and can 
reſolue my ſelfe , that I haue not preiudiced the ſtate of any 
good ſubicR& of yours , but mine owne, in comming to the 
Catholike Church. And firſt for your Lords and Nobles : It 
is true that many of their Anceſtors were allowed a very 


g00d ſhare in the diuifion of the Church, when the Schifine 
began , and therefore it concerned them in reaſon of their 


State to maintaine the Doarine of Diuifion, But I thinke 
there are very few in England, either Lords, or other now 
poſſeſt of Abbeylands, which haue not paid well for them, 
and might not as well poſleſle them in the ynitie of the 
Church.as in the Schiſme. And there was a declaration made 
by the Pope, to that purpoſe, in Queene MAR rr s daies, fo 
that there is now no need at all to preach againſt the merits 
of good Workes, nor the vertue of the Sacraments , nor the 
Invocation of Saints,nor the reft of Popery,that built Chur- 
ches, vnlefle it be to helpe the Hugonots of France to pull 

them downe. X | 
40 But perhaps the Commons of England doe gaine fo 
much by the Schiſme. as they cannot abide to heare of vni- 
tie, Indeed, when the Puritan Preacher hath called his flock 
about him, and deſcribed the Church of Rome, to be ſo ig- 
norant, ſo Idolatrous,and fo wicked, as he hath made _— 
| cle 
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felfe beleeve ſheeis , then is hee wont to congratulate his 

poore deceiued audience, that they by the meancs of ſuch 

good men as himſelfe is, are delivered from the darknes,and 

Idolatry,and wickednes of Popery,and there is no man dare 

ſay a word, or once mutrer to the contrary. But the people 

haue heard theſe lies ſo long , as moſt of them begin to bee 

weary,and the wiſeſt of them cannot but wonder, how theſe 

Puritan Preachers ſhould become more learned, and more 

honeſt, then all the reſt that liued in ancient times, or thar 

live ſtill in Catholike Countries , or then thoſe in England, 
whom theſe men are wont to condemne for Papiſts, Neuer- 
thelefle, I confeſle, there be many honeſt Men and Women 
amonglt them , that being carried away with preiudice and 
pretext of Scriptures, doe follow theſe Preachers more of 
zeale and deuotion to the truth, as my ſelfe did,vntil I knew 
it was but counterfeit, And theſe good people,ifthey might 
be ſo happy as to heare Catholikes anſwere for themſclues, 
and tell them the truth , would be the moſt deuourt Catho- 
likes of all other, But the moſt of the people were neuer led 
by Sermons, if they were, the Catholikg Church is both a- 
ble and willing to ſupply them far better then the Schiſme. 
But it was an opinion of wealth and libertie , which made 
them breake at thefirſt, and if they doe duely conſider of it, 
20-4 neuer the better for cither of both , but much the 
worſe, 

41 For wealth the Puritan vnthrift, that lookes for the 
ouerthrow of Biſhops, and Churches Cathedrall , hopes to 
haue his ſhare in them, if they would fall once; and there- 
fore he cannot chooſe, bur delire to encreaſe rhe Schiſme, 
that he may gaine by it : but the honeſt Proteſtant that can 
endure the State of the Church of England as it is, could be 
content it were,as it was, for he ſhould recciue more benefit 
by it every way. 

The poore Gent!eman and Yeoman, that are burthened _- 
with many children may remember that in Catholike times, 


the Church would haue received and prouided for manv of 
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their ſonnes and daughters, ſo as themſclues might haue li- 
ned and died in the ſeruice of God without potteritie , and 
hauc helped to: maintaine the reft of their families, which 
was ſo great a benefit to the Common-wealth, both for the 
cxoneration, and prouifion thereof,as no humane policy can 
procure the like. The Farmer and Husband-man , who la- 
Vourerh hard to diſcharge his payments, and hath little cr 
oy left at the yeares end to-lay vp for his children, that 


eacreaſc and grow ypon him, may remember that in Catho- 


like times there were better peny-worthes to be had , when 


the Clergie had a great part of the Land in their hands, who 
hadno nced to raiſe their Rents themſelues , and did what 
they.might to make other Lords let at a reaſonable rate, 
which was alſo an incftimable benefit to the Commons, So 
that whereas ignorant men carried with enuie againſt the 
Clergie, are wont to obic& the multitude of them , and the 
greatnes of their prouifions, they ſpeake therein as much. a- 
oaink themfelues as is poffible. 

For the greater, the number is of ſuch menas are Mans 
Aortus, the more is the exoneration of the Commons , and 
the more the lands is of fuch as can haue no proprietie in 
them, the better is the proviſion of the Commons, For them= 
{clues ean haue no more but their food,and regutar apparel], 


all the refteither remaines in the hands of the Tenants,or re- 


turnes in hoſpitalitic,and reliefe to their neighbovrs,or kepr - 


as in aliuing Exchequer forzhe ſeruice of the Prince & coun- 
ery in time of neceffity.So that the Commons doth gaine no 
wealth at all, but rather doe loſe-much by the Schiſme, 

42 And as for libertie , they are indeed freed from: the 
poſhbilitic of going ro ſhrift, that is, confef{ing their finnes 
zo God in the care of a Catholike Prieft,and receiuing com- 
fort and counſell againſt their fins, from God, by the mouth 
ofthe ſame Prieſt, which duetic is required of Catholike 
pecple, but only once inthe yeare, but performed! by them 
with great comfort and edification,very oftcu, fo that a man 
nay fee, and wander to {ee many hundred at one Altar to 
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fore cannot ſtand with the authority of the Church, which

communicate euery Sunday with great deuotion,and lightly 
no day paſſe, but divers doe confeile, are abſolued and re- 
ceiue the blefled Sacrament, 

The poore Commons of England are freed from this 
comfort, neither is it poſſible, vnlefſe their Miniſters had the 
feat of ſecrefie for them to yſe it, And what is the liberty that 
they haue in ſtead thereof ? Surely the ſeruants haue great !- 
betic againſt their Mafters by this meanes and the children, 
againſt their parents, and the people againlt their Prelates, 
and theſubiects againft their King,and al againſt the Church 
of Chrift, that is, againſt their owne good, and the common 
faluation, for without the vſe of this Sacrament, neither cag 
inferiours be kept in awe bur by the gallowes , which will 
not ſaue them from hell, nor Superiours be euer told of their I 
Errors, but by Rebellion,which will not bring them to hea- _ 
uen. Theſe and ſuch like be the liberties, that both Prince Z 
and People doe enioy by the want of Confeſſion,and of Ca- 
tholike Religion. 

43 As for the libertie of makin g lawes in the Church 
matters, the Common-lawyer may perhaps makean aduan. 
rage of it, andtherefore greatly ſtand ypon it, but to the 
common-people it is nopleaſure at all, but rather a orcat 
burthen, For the great multitude of Statutes , Which Jaue 
beene made fince the Schiſme ( which are more then fiue 
times ſo many that euer were made before,fince the name of 
Parliament was in England) hath cauſed alſo an infinit num- 
ber of Lawyers, all which mutt liue by the Commons , and 
raiſe new Families, which cannot be done without the de- 

cay ofthe old, And if the Canons of the Church and the 

Courts of Confeſſion were in requeſt, the Lawyers Market 

would ſoone be marred. > 
And therefore moſt of your Lawyers in this point are Pu- 

ritans, and doefti!] furniſh the Parliament with grieuances -< 

againſt the Clergie, as knowing very well, that their owne © 

Plory came at the firft from the Court Tnfidell \ and there= 
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(49) 
came from the firſt from the Court Chriftian,I ſpeake not a. 
gualt the ancient Lawes of England, which fince King E- 
| THELBERTS time were all Catholike, nor againſt the ho- 
neſt Lawyers of England, I know many,and honor all good 
men among them, and doe for better times by rhe learning, 
wildome,and moderation of the chiefeſt.But Lam verily per- 
{waded thax the pretended liberties of the Commons, to 
make lawes in matter of Religion, doth burthen the Com- 
mon-wealth,and both trouble and preiudice your Maicftie, 
and pleaſure none at all,but the Puritan, and Petty-fogging 
Lawyer, that would faine fetch the Antiquity of his Com- 
mon-law from the Saxons,that were before King ETHE 1- 
BE RT, 90 that whether we reſpec the Spirituall inſtructiou 
and comfort, or the Temporall wealth and libertie of the 
Commons of England : if the Puritan Preacher,and Puritan 
Lawyer, who both doe ſeeke the ouerthrow of the Church, 
and decciue and conſume the people, would let them alone, 
there would quickly appeare no reaſon of their State at all, 
why they ſhould hate the Catholike Church, that is ſo com- 
fortable and beneficiall vnto them; or maintain the Schiſme, 
that with ſugred ſpeeches , and counterfeit faces doth fo 
much abuſe them, 

44 Iam therefore in very aſſured hope, that by my com- 
ming to the Catholike Church, beſides the ſatisfying and 
ſauing of mine owne ſoule, I ſhall doe no ill ſeruice to your 
Maiettie, neither in reſpect of your ſelfe, nor your children, 
nor in reſpe& of your Lords, and Commons, and that there 
is no reaſon concerning the State, if any of theſe, that is ſuf- 
ficient to diſſwade vnitie. There is onely the Clergie left, 
which if Caluiniſme may goc on,and preuaile as it doth,ſhal 
not in the next age be left to be ſatisfied, 

And there is little reaſon, that any man that loues the Cler- 
gie,ſhould deſire to (atisfic luch Clergie men, as doe vnder- 
hand fauour Caluiniſts,& maintain ſuch points of Doctrine, 
25 if your Maicſhes fauour were not, would out of hand oucr- 
throw the Clergie, and in ficad of them ſet vp a few (tipen-

45 There never was, is, nor ſhall be any wel ſetled State 
in the world , either Chriſtian or Heathen; but tke Clergie 


and Prieſt-hood was, is, and muſt be a principall part of the 


Gouernment, depending ypon none, but him only, whom 

they ſuppoſe to be their God, But where Caluiniſme pre- 

uaileth, three or foure Rtipendarie Miniſters, that muſt preach 

as it ſhall pleaſe Maſter Mayor, and his brethren , may ſerue 

for a whole City, and indeed, if their opinions be true, it is 

but a follie for any State to maintaine any moe, For if God 

hath predeſtinated a certaine number to be ſaued, without 

any condition at all of their _ the viſible Church by 
faith , or their perſcuering therein-by good workes; if God 
hath reprobated the greateſt part of the world, without any 
reſpeR at all of their infidelity, herefie, or wicked life;-if the 
faith of Chriſt be nothing elſe, but the aflured perſwaſkon of 
a Mans owne predeſtination to glorie by him; if the Sacra- 
ments of the Church be kbin bi fignes, and badges of 
that grace, which a man hath before by the carnal Coucnant 
of his parents faith;if Prieſthood can doe nothing bur preach 
the word(as they call it)which Lay-menmuſt judge of, and 
may preach too, if they will, where occafion ſerues;if the (tu- 
die and knowledge of Antiquity, Vniuerſalitic, and Confent 
be nor neceflarie, but eueric man may expound Scripture, as 
his owne ſpirit ſhal moue him; if, I ſay,theſe and ſuch like 0- 
pinions be as true, as they are among rhe Caluinifts in the 
world common, andin England too much fauoured and 
maintained, there will certainly appeare no reaſon at al vnto 
your Parliament, whenſocuer your Maieſty or your Succeſſor 


{hall pleaſe to aske them , why they ſhould be at ſo great a

chirge as they are; to maintaine ſo needlefle a partie,as theſe 


opinions doe make the Clergie to be, They can have a great 
many more Sermons, a great deale better cheape; and inthe 
the opinion of Caluinifme, the Clergie doe no other ſervice. 


They that doe in England fauour, and maintaine thoſe opi- 
nions , and ſuppreſle , and diſgrace thoſe that doe cite 


them; they,although themſelues canbe content to be Lords, 


-—.-, dome were firit founded. TI OEREE his part would con- 
firme the intereſt of all thoſe, that hauec preſent poſlefiion ia

and to gocin Rochets,are indeed the greateſt cnemies of the 
Clergie. And it were no great matter for the Clergie, they 
might eafily turne Lay, and liue as well as they doe, for the 
molt parr, But it is a thing full of compaſſion, and commi- 
ſeration to ſee, that by theſe falſe and wicked opinions, the 
Diuell, the Father of theſc and all other lies, doth daily take 
poſleſſion of the ſoules of your ſubies, both of Clergic and 
Layrie. ' 
Theſe kinde of Clergie men,I confeſle,I doc not defire to 
latisfie any other way,then as Ihaucalwaies done,thart is,by 


the moſt friendly and plaine confutation of their errors , to 


ſhew thern the truth. As for other Clergy men,that are con- - 


formable to the Religion eſtabliſhed by law,as wel ſor their 


. Doctrine, as for their Diſcipline, if they be good ſchollers, 


and temperate men,(as I know many of them are) they can- 
not bur in their iudgements approue the truth of Catholike 
Religion, and if it were not for feare of loſle, or diſgrace to 
their wiucs & children,they would be as glad as my ſelf that 
a more temperat courſe might be held,8& more liberty aftor- 


ded vnto Catholikes,and Catholike Religion in England, 


Theſe Clergie men,I am, and euer ſhall be deſirous to fa- 


tisfie,not only in reſpect of themſclues,butr alſo in reſpe& of 


their wiues and children, whom I am ſo farre from condem- 


o., as that Idocaccount my ſelfe one of 
them ; and I deſire nothing more inthis world, then in the 
toleration of Catholike Religion,toliue & dic among them, 
And therefore Thaue had ſo great core in this point,as before 


I did ſubmit my ſelfe ro the Catholike Church , I receiued 
aflurance from ſome of rhe greateſt, that if your Maieſtie 
would admit the ancient ſubordination of the Church of 
Canterbury, vnto that Mother Church, by whoſe authority 
all other Churches in England at the firſt were, and till are 
ſubordinate vnto Canterbury , andthe firſt free vie of that 
Sacrament, for which eſpeciall all the Churches in Chriſten- 


ning and wiſliking 
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any 
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any Eccleſiafticall living in England. And would alfo permit 
the free vie of Common-prayer-booke in Engliſh, for Mor. 
ning and Eucning prayer, with yery little orno alteration, 
And for the contentment and/ſecuritie of your Maieftie , he 
would giue.you nor only any fatisfaQtion, but all the honor 
that with the ynity of the Church, and the ſafetie of Catho- 


like Religion may be required : which ſeemed to me ſo rea- 


- ſonable;as being before fatisfied for the truth of Catholike 
Religion, I could aske no more; So that Tam verily perſwa- 


ded,that by yeelding to that truth;which I could not deny,I 
haue neither "77a my duety and feruice to your Maie- 
ftie,and your Children , nor my refpe& and honor to your 
Lords.and Commons , nor my loue and kindnes to my ho= 
neſt friends,and brethren of the Clergie; but rather that my 
example and my prayers ſhall doe-good vnto all. 

46 But that which I muſt truſt to, when all the reſt will 
faile me; is the ſeruice of God, and the ſfauing of my ſoule in 
the vnity of chat Church, which was founded by Chriſt him- 
ſelfe,and ſhall continue yntill his comming againe, wherein 
all the Saints of God haue ſerued him on carth, and doe en- 
joy him-in heauen : without which Catholike Church, there
